HE SHOT TWO PERSONS. 


Mrs. Stella Ferguson Becomes Wife of 
Joplin Man 24 Honrs After 
Hettingr a Divorce. 


A . P. Ferguson, son of R . M. 
Ferguson, who for several years 
conducted a blacksmith shop in Se­ 
dalia, and who in a fit of jealous 
rage shot his rival and his sweet­ 
heart in Kansas City last May, has 
again got into print, as will be 
seen by the following dispatch of 
the 34th inst., from Joplin : 
It was learned today that Mrs. 
Stella Ferguson, who secured a 
divorce at Carthage yesterday aft­ 
ernoon at 4 130 o’clock, was mar­ 
ried in this city last evening at 7 
o’clock by a justice' of the peace, 
to Horace Skinner, of this city. 
This information recalls a tragedy 
which occurred in Kansas City on 
May 36 last, when A . P. Ferguson, 
husband, and Gertie Rawlings, 16 
years old, 
sweetheart of Frank 
Robison, a boy of 20, were shot 
by the latter on account of jeal­ 
ousy. 
Ferguson, who is 19 years of 
age, is the only survivor of this 
tragedy, which was the result of 
jealousy. 
The fact that Ferguson 
was 
married was not known at the time, 
and was only made public by his 
wife’s divorce and hurried mar­ 
riage of yesterday. 
The court decreed Mrs. Fergu­ 
son her maiden name of Stella 
Filley. 
She was married to Fer­ 
guson a year ago while only 15 
years of age.

MOB MET IN THE STREET 


Colored Man Had Struck L. M. Wade, 
Who Is a Traveling Salesman 
for a Hat Company. 


There were lively times in Inde­ 
pendence 
W ednesday 
afternoon 
over the stabbing of Ben Williams, 
a negro 
who drives an 
express 
wagon, by L . M. W ade, traveling 
salesman for a hat company in St. 
Louis. 
A crowd of 100 negroes or 
more surrounded the entrance of 
the Independence 
hotel on 
the 
north side of the 
public square, 
where the stabbing took place, and 
threatened to lynch the white man. 
The officers who had charge of 
Wade went out the back w ay to 
take him to the jail. The assembled 
negroes learned of this and a crowd 
of them followed behind the officers, 
talking of lynching. 
The officers 
were 
prepared 
to 
shoot if any 
demonstration toward carrying out 
their threat 
was made, 
and the 
k: owledge of this 
probably re­ 
st lained the negroes from any overt 
act. 
W ade arrived from 
St. Louis 
Wednesday morning and at the 
depot at Independence made a con­ 
tract with Williams to haul 
his 
sample trunks to the Independence 
hotel and back to the depot, it be­ 
ing his intention to catch an early 
train out of Independence during 
the afternoon. 
W hen W ade was ready, shortly 
after luncheon, he 
tried to find 
Williams to get him to haul the 
trunks back to the depot as he con­ 
tracted to do. 
The negro could not 
be 
found, and after a 
thorough 
bC.rcii 
Wade hired another ex­ 
pressman to take the trunks to the 
depot 
Shortly after 
he had re­ 
turned to the hotel W illiam s ap­ 
peared 
and 
demanded 
pay 
for 
hauling 
the 
trunks 
both 
ways 
W ade paid him for the first trip, 
but declined to pay him for work 
he had not done. 
The negro still 
insisted on payment for two trips. 
Standing in front of the hotel 
entrance, Williams dared W ade to 
come out, saying that if he did he 
would settle 
with 
him. 
Wade, 
with a knife in his hand, came out, 
and in reply to a blow from the 
negro, stabbed him in the neck 
and along the ribs. 
The v ound in the neck is the 
most dangerous. 
The knife came 
within an eighth of an inch of the

Every minister was on hand this 
morning when Bishop C. T\ Shaf­ 
fer, M. D., D. D., called to order 
the second 
day’ 
s 
session of the 
Missouri conference of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church, and 
took part in the opening exercises 
conducted by Rev. J. R. Hopkins, 
of Kansas City, Mo. 
After 
the 
impressive song and prayer service, 
the journal was read by Secretary 
Vaughn and approved. 
“ The Christian minister is to be 
the best equipped man,” declared 
Bishop Shaffer,“ for the reason that 
be has God and the Holy Spirit on 
one side and every other faculty on 
the 
other. 
Let 
me impress 
one 
thought on you, and that is God 
does not train men per se. He places 
the means within reach of every 
man and he must train himself. 
He must be trained to exactness, so 
that if he quotes from Scripture he 
wants to he uhJe to quote correctly. 
He should tra i i his tongue to wrap 
itself around words and turn them 
out distinctly, to as to be under­ 
stood. 
Every 
man 
should 
have 
full 
control 
of 
his 
voice 
and 
be 
able 
to 
measure 
distance, 
and 
in 
an 
audience 
be 
able 
to 
pick 
up 
your 
voice 
and 
throw it out sufficiently to be un­ 
derstood by all. 
“ Every minister of the gospel 
should reverence God. 
He should 
know how to address the throne in 
prayer. 
Do not say ‘ 
Y ou ’ when 
addressing God, for that is putting 
yourself on 
equality with Him. 
You are not talking to your fellow- 
being, but your Creay^r, and should 
80 remember it.” 
Bishop Shaffer impressed upon 
the ministers this morning the^ im­ 
portance of studying and 
fitting 
themselves 
for 
their work. 
He 
was in favor of this being done re­ 
gardless to cost*; then be urged that 
every time they went into the pul­ 
pit they have a text and have some­ 
thing to say on it. 
He opposed 
nonsense in the pulpit by preachers 
of the gospel. 
He thought 
that 
every minister should know how 
to pronounce words, and in order 
to do this he told them to train the 
tongue to speak words correctly, 
the eyes to see them and the mind 
to store them away. 
“ Be exact, 
do not be careless with yourselves. 
When you go to the people, go to 
them with a message from God. 
You must help your brethren to 
rise to higher things in life.” 
Rev. O. F. W . Scott, of Kansas 
City, holding a paper in his hand, 
called attention to a statement in 
the Rev. Bates’ sermon in which 
the 
prelate 
had 
spoken 
against 
whihkey 
drinking 
and 
immoral 
preachers, declaring that they were 
not called to preach. Dr. Scott 
wanted it understood that all negro 
preachers were not immoral and 
were 
not 
whisky 
drinkers, 
but 
were upright Christian gentlemen, 
and wanted their good deeds pre­ 
sented before the public. 
“ It seems that some 
reporters 
hold up the negro ministers by the 
bad deeds of some of them. 
I can 
say that we have in this conference 
some of the ablest preachers to be 
found in any church or organiza­ 
tion. 
W e must get rid of the bad 
men of every church, but must not 
constantly hold them up before the 
public every time we meet. 
We 
are making progress and intend to 
continue, and we are going to see 
to it that unworthy men are kept 
out of the pulpits of our land.” 
The matter was 
dropped

Rev. B. F. Watson, secretary of 
the Church Extension society, was 
introduced and addressed the con­ 
ference.

Their Sixth Annual State Con­ 
vention Tuesday. 


THE ATTENDANCE FAIR. 


CommitteeH Appointed In Forenoon 
and a Recess Taken Until 
1:30 P. M. 


The sixth annual convention of 
Missouri Republican League clubs 
is in session in Sedalia Tuesday. 
The rain that began last Satur­ 
day night continued last night and

The convention was a little late 
in getting down to business, and in 
the meantime the Sedalia Military 
band played a few inspiring airs 
in front of the court house. 
It was 10 *.45 o’clock when Hon. 
Charles F . 
Gallenkamp, 
of St. 
Louis, 
president 
of 
the league, 
called 
the convention 
to order. 
He did not indulge in any speech- 
making, but at once 
introduced 
the R ev. Frank O. Fannon, pastor 
of the First Christian church, who 
offered an invocation. 
M ayor J. L . Babcock was greet­ 
ed with a round of applause when 
introduced by President 
Gallen­ 
kamp. 
His honor extended to the 
delegates and visitors a most cor­ 
dial welcome, and was again 
ap­ 
plauded when he said the Queen of 
the Prairies would be found in the 
republican column when the votes 
were counted in November next. 
The mayor concluded by assur­ 
ing the visitors that there

the name of the Wabash’ 
s presi­ 
dent is getting to be familiar out­ 
side railroad circles, but not many 
persons know how Joseph Ramsey 
came to be the head of one of the 
most important Gould roads. 
Tfic* - tory goes back to the early 
’ 
90s, when 
Mr» 
Ramsey 
was 
a 
hard working 
railroad 
man 
in 
Pittsburg. 
He had to work hard, 
for he was president, superintend­ 
ent, 
auditor, engineer, machinist 
and a little of everything else of a 
rickety few miles of railroad run­ 
ning out of Pittsburg and called 
the Wood’ 
s Run railroad. 
Thus, 
by being practically the entire in­ 
tellectual and physical equipmeni 
of the line, Mr. Ramsey absorbed ' 
about everythir g that is useful in 
the railroad business, and one day 
he got an opportunity to put the 
sum total of his vast experience to 
good use.

people should engage in the battle 
themselv es. 
A , » 
Ev ery 
community 
should or­ 
ganize 
against \tb e 
m onopoly ; 
ev ery citizen should pledge him­ 
self to buy none of the trust pro 
ducts ex cept in case of absolute 
necessity . 
W here it is possible to do so 
local independent packing houses 
should be established and they 
should hav e the patronage of ev ery 
one who is opposed to trusts. 
W here it is 
im practicable to 
pack meats or to secure supplies 
from independent houses, the peo 
pie should organize beef and pork 
clubs and either buy their supplies 
from butchers who slaughter their 
own meats or employ some m an to 
slaughter and distribute meats to 
the members. 
Then the farmers should prepare 
to pack as much bacon as they can 
handle and sell in the towns, in 
stead of shipping their liv e stock to 
m arket. 
A programme like this will soon 
put an end to the schemes of 
the monopolists and enable the 
cattle 
feeders 
to 
pursue 
their 
av ocation free from the danger of 
loss by reason of hav ing no com­ 
petition when they come to sell 
upon the m arket. 
The cattle men and the consum­ 
ers will both be at the mercy of the 
monopoly ; they should unite in the 
effort to destroy it. 
A n organization along the lines 
suggested will grow rapidly in 
this country and will soon show 
the power the people possess when 
they are aroused and united. 


the other haq d, Boliv ia, China, 
Columbia, Ecuador, the German 
Em pire (not including the debts 
of the separate states), British In­ 
dia, Japan, N icaragua, Peru and 
Sw itzerland,

patch from St. Joseph to today ’s 
St. Louis Republic: 
Six passengers in th e Pullman 
sleeper on th e Missouri Pacific 
train from St. Louis, wh ich ar­ 
rived in St. Joseph at 8 :15 Sun­ 
day morning, were robbed of all 
th eir money wh ile th ey slept. 
Th e discovery of th e daring rob­ 
bery was made wh en th e passengers 
awoke between Leavenworth and 
St. Joseph . 
Th e amount secured 
is said to h ave been more t^an 
$1,000. 
Th e robbery was committed by 
two men wh o boarded th e train at 
California, Mo. Th eir actions were 
suspicious, and some of th e pas­ 
sengers were uneasy , but wh en all 
settled down for .Ih e nigh t noth ing 
more was th ough t of th eir fears 
until th e following morning, wh en 
th ey realized th at th ey h ad been 
“ touch ed.” 
Th ere were th ree Pullmans on 
th e train. Th e two men boarded 
th e train about i Sunday morning 
and took a berth in one of th e 
sleepers. 
Wh en Conductor Day went back 
th rough th e last two sleeping cars, 
th e men went th rough th e pockets 
of th e passengers in th e forward 
car.
